The valuations placed upon the large

Search of Coast. Cities Being 
Made for Chinese Doctor 


Who Treated Sculptor. 


SEATTLE, Wash.,. Aug. 31.—Poison 
extracted from the roots of peach trees 
and said to have been one of the in- 
gredients of medicine prescribed by Lee 
Hang Chow, the Chinese: herb doctor, 
is bellewed by Coroner Snyder to have 
caused the death of Louis Potter the 
New York sculptor, Thursday. 

The Coroner said today he expected 
the presence of this poison to be shown 
by the chemist’s examining the stomach 
of the dead man. 

An analysis of the medicine also is 
being made and the police are institut- 
ing a search of Pacific Coast cities for 
the Chinese, who has been missing since 
Potter’s death.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Mrs. 
Harris, hopelessly an invalid and now 
a patient at the Audubon Sanitarium 
at 8 St. Nicholas place, this city, writes 
to the New York World a pitiful letter 
in which she raises the question of 
‘whether, when through illness°and de- 
spair,iife has become intolerable to the 
sufferer, the State sheuld not permit 
the extinction of the human creature so 
afflicted. 

Mrs. Harris is the wife of Lewis Har- 


ris of 8 West One’ Hundred and Nine- 
teenth street, a man in comfortable cir- 
cumstances. She went to the Audubon 
Sanitarium nine months ago. Save only 7 
for the power of speech thé woman is 
utterly helpless from paralysis. To a 
friend, F. Visanski, she dictated: the 
following remarkable statement, with 
the request that it be sent to the World: 

“Can the busy throng stop long enough 
from their various avocations in life to 
consider a most vita! question from one 
of the greatest sufferers who inhabits 
this. beautiful world? 

‘Various mechanical inventions are be- 
ing pushed in which many shining 
lights lose their lives, and yet one ques- 
tion, the greatest of all, how ‘to end 
the suffering of hopeless, helpless suf- 
ferers, has never been delved indo, 

Helpless Three Years. 

“‘Here in the early thirties, a young 
woman stretched on a bed, immobile, 
bereft of the great motor engine of her 
constitution for the past three years, 
which places her in an absolutely par- 
alyzed condition in which she is unable 
to exert a single muscle of her body, 
besides suffering much pain, yet in fui. 
possession of the strength of her men- 


tongue can relate nor pen describe. Mas- 
ter minds of medical science, skilled 
diagnosticians, have exhausted their ef- 
forts in bringing about some relief or 
cure. 

“Now, why should not the State take 
the matter in its hands and the wretch- 
edness of such poor sufferers?

Herbert N. Crowley Talks of 
Proceedings Wife Brought 
Against Him. 





While Mrs. Anna M. Crowley was re- 
fusing Saturday to discuss one state- 
ment in a deposition filed in her divorce 


suit against Herbert N. Crowl2y, the 
husband confirmed another. 

Mrs. Crowley had nothing to say about 
a charge that she had held hands with 
4 man other than her husbarn<. but 
Crowley admitted he had gambled. He 
said he played cafds for money once in 
2 while but that his wifs knew all 
about it. 

A deposition of a relative had named 
Mrs. Crowley, who is living at 1264 
GoodfeHow avenue, and Dr. Jesse D. 
White, 6003 Maple avenue, in the hand- 
holding episode. The deposition is on 
file in Judge McQuillin's court. 

The allegations regarding Mrs. Crow- 
ley and Dr. White are embodied in a 
deposition by Miss Mayme Josephine 
McKay of Berkeley, Cal., a cousin of 
Crowley. The deposition is on file in 
Judge McG@uillin’s court. 

Crowley, with some reluctance, talked 
to a reporter who found him at the 
rlumbing shop of his father, James H. 
Crowley, 5895 Delmar boulevard. The 
younger Crowley had just arrived with 
his little daughter, whom he takes from 
her mother for a short time each day 
by order of the court. 

“My wife charges me with gambling,” 
said Crowley. “It is true that I used 
to play cards but only at littls social 
games and when . Mrs. Crowley was 
present. If I won a little sum, I gave it 
to her. If my winnings were consider- 
able I used them to buy something for 
her.’’ 

Miss McKay .admits in her deposition 
that she knew Crowlsy gambled, but 
says his gambling never wrought any 
hardship in the home, as Mrs. Crowley 
charges, Be gh te ally Re A ' 

Affectionate Pictures Shown. 

Attached to the deposition ‘are pic- 
tures of a man and woman in affection- 
ats attitudes. They were introduced in 
evidence by Attorney C. A. Newton, 
representing Mrs. Crowley, for the pur- 
pose of refreshing the deponent’s mem- 
ory as to whether she had met a man 
named Moore at a chautauqua at Sul- 
phur, Ok., about eight years ago. 

The witness after looking at the pic- 
tures, recalled the meeting and ex- 
plained that the pictur2s were taken 
‘for fun.” 

The deposition does not disclose the 
identity of the couple. Attorney New- 
ton, who went to Califorhia to cross- 
examine the deponent, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that hs would try to 
show when the case comes up for argu- 
‘nent that the man in the picture is 
Moore and his cumpanion is the witness, 
Miss McKay. 

Miss McKay deposes that she was in 
St. Louis in 1906, at the home of her. 
uncle, .Jame2s H. Crowley, $3895 Delmar 
houlevard, father of the defendant. 
While calling at the home of the Her- 
bert Crowleys, then at 6001 Maple ave- 
rue, Miss McKay said she suddenly 
came upon th plaintiff and Dr. Jesse 
D. White, in the hall of the Crowley 
home in an affectionate pose. White, 
according to the witness, was holding 
Mrs. Crowley’s hand and patting it. 

Couple Greatly Embarrassed. 

The appearance of the cousin threw 
the two into confusion, she dsclares, 
and White, after a few moments, ex- 
plained he had called to use the tele- 
phone. White and his wife, at the time, 
lived next door to the Crowleys, Miss 
McKay says. 

On cross-examination Miss McKay ad- 
mitted that White often called the 
Crowley home by telephone to talk witn 
his wife. She also admitted that her 
cousin, Herbert, gambléd, but said she 
did not care to “‘krock” him any more 
than necessary. 

Testimony in the Crowley case was 
heard in Jume by Judge McQuillin, but 
he deferred his decision until Miss Mc- 
Kay's deposition “was submitted. Both 
Dr. White and his wife were witnesses 
at the trial for Mrs. Crowley. 

Dr. White denied improper conduct 
towards Mrs. Crowley, and his wife de- 
clared her confidence in both. White, 
who ts president of the St. Louls Dental 
Society, lives at 19 Parkland place. 

Crowley has a sult for $50,000 damages. 
alleging alienation of his wife’s affec- 
tions. against his father-in-law and 
brother-in-law, FE. L. Dosenbach and J. 
E. Dosenbacnh, respectively, and a suit 
for $5000 against the elder Dosenbach 
alleging slander. E. L. Dosenbath re- 
sides at 5837 Julian avenue.

Pump Burns and Water Is Car- 
tied From Pond—Store Burn- 
ed, Food Supply Short. 








The village of Altheim, 17 miles west 
of St. Louis on the Clayton road, was 
swept by a $15,000 fire, which. was dis- 
covered at'8 o’clock Saturday. morning. 
It destroyed a general store, a saloon 
and the residence of G. W. Gimbel, who 
owned the. store. 

The fire started in the rear of the 
store, and a bucket brigade of 2% men 
and six women was formed. For a time 
water was obtained from a pump near 
the store, but the pump caught fire.and 
after that water was brought-from a 
pond 100 feet away. 

When it became evident. that th 
store, saloon and. residence could not be 
saved, owing ta a strong wind, the vol- 
unteer fire fighters devoted themselves 
to saving a large barn and some smaler 


buildings.

The burning of the store left the peo- 
ple of the village with little food supply 
for Sunday, und as soon as the fire had 
burned out, arrangements were made “v 
have a supply of food sent from St.

BEEN SUSPENDED 


Acid Glass. Found by -Post-Dis- 
patch -Reporter-Near Spot 
Where Body Lay in Lot. 








John Wallin, 29, years old, a-city fire-

found dead, Saturday morning, in a 
vacant. lot on Cote Brilliante avenue, a 
few ‘feet west of Vandeventer avenue.

Today we find it charged with crime without a 
show of sanction and in enmity to law itself.

At Granite City a pastor’s wife ani eight mem- 
bers of the Church Ladies’ Aid Society formed a 
housecleaning party in neighborly spirit to give a 
pleasant surprise to a sister who had lately made 
application to the courts for a divorce.

cern them, and to shoulder unselfishly a miscel-

. er fellow’s business.

Accidents in Sky-Scraper Erection.

While it is true that a certain number of ac- 
cidents are unavoidable in erecting sky-scrapers, 
more care on the part of contractors would save 
life and limb. I believe a city ordinance requires 
contractors to place planks across openings, so 
that if a workman happens to fall, he may not 
gc down more than a single story, thus having 
a chance for his life. Why does not the Build- 
ing Commissioner insist that this be done in 
every case? As soon as the four uprights are 
placed, and the four horizontal pieces that con- 
nect them at the top, planks should be placed 
across the opening, covering the entire space, 
before another story is started. This would save 
life. The neglect to take this very simple pre- 
caution appears to me to be criminal.

More Transfers Wanted.

Railways Co. have volunteered to issue double 
transfers on certain lines, for instance, lines run- 
ning east and west, for 5-cent fare, will issue 
transfer as usual to north and south lines, and 
then an extra transfer may be obtafned from 
nerth and south lines to east and west with the 
exception of the Grand avenue line.

The people of Walnut Park have been calling 
for 6-cent fare or an extra transfer for ‘the last 
five years, and it seems strange that the United 
Railways Co. could not just as easily grant this 
where it is necessary, just as well as what they 
have volunteered to do.

Motor Cyclists 


Expect to 


See Records Fall on New | 
| Oval Which Opens Tonight 
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: Nine Events Are on the Program of Inaugural Meet on 
Bowl-Shaped Course, Said to Be Best in 
This Cc untry. 
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Promptly at 8:30. 


This game is practically new, but has 
already taken hold in San Francisco, 
New York, Chicago and Cleveland, 
where tracks are maintained. In those 
cities it is a great success, enormous 
crowds paying coin of the realm to see 
the speed demons flirt with death on 
the bowl tracks. However, the pulse 
of the local speed demoniacs, has not 
been felt and whether they will give 
the sport as elaborate support as it 
receives in other towns is a question 
time must settle. 


There’s no gainsaying the fact that 
the motor cyclist races are the most 
daring feats now being perpetrated in 
the world of “‘speed.’’ These riders have 
attained 90 miles an hour on tracks 
pitched at an angle of 60 degrees, and 
the element of danger, the always-pres- 
ent horror of a fatality is such as to 
keep the spectators at high tension and 
incidentally coax large flocks of iron 
men in the box office. 


It’s Thrilling Sport. 
The whirr and sputtering of the ma- 
chines as they swing around the big 
bowl at almost incredible speed is cal- 
culated to thrill. It is far more spec- 
tacular than the automobile and ever 
sO much more interesting than the 
aviator’s game. It’s the acme of daring 
for the man who has the speed mania. 


The local track is said to be one of 
the best in: the world. It has the dis- 
tinction of being the steepest in the 
universe, being pitched at an angle of 
62% degrees. This is a departure from 
the original plans laid down for the 
motor cycling tracks. When the game 
first was introduced the track was an 
oval, banked at the turn—a saucer ef- 
fect. However, the promoters discov- 
ered that the riders could get greater 
results on a bowl track, and the local 
motordrome is the acme of perfection 
in the building of new tracks. 

There is a flat space about eight feet in 
width at the bottom of the track. Then it 
curves and raises almost at right angle

(which the writer does not think nec- 
essary at present); “Direct Popular Re- 
definition vs. General Constitutional 
Amendment;” “Mr. Roosevelt’s Proposal! 
Defined and Illustrated,”’ and chapters 
discussing that proposal, pro and con.

Big Loss in Cash Causes a Reduc- 
tion of $10,000,000 in Sur- 
plus Reserves.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
review today, says: ; 

“American stock market&8 were 
closed for an extra holiday today, 
&as8 were most of the commercial ex- 
changes; the grain markets, however, 
rema aining open. The London Stock 
Exchange was open, and dealt in 
our shares as usual; but there were 
only slight fractional variations in 
price from yesterday’s New York 
closing. 

“The local money market was open, 
but its activities were naturally nom- 
nal, Discussion converged wholly on 
the numerous interesting disclosures 
which the market will have immedi- 
ately ahead of it when it reconvenes 
next Tuesday.

At the figure reported 
in the actual week-end statement, the 
surplus is now only $4,800,000, which 
is much the lowest for this énd of 
August since 1906, and in fact, had 
rarely been matched in this week dur- 
ing earlier years.’

The Liverpool wheat market opened 
%d to %d lower on weaker American 
cables and continued favorable Ameri- 
can and Canadian, crop prospects. Fol- 
lowing the oger ng there was a further 
disposition for profits, with some réal- 
izing on weakness in Paris, where wheat 
declined 6c. Favorable weather 
France and expectations of large world’s 
shipments this week were bearish fac- 
tors. Toward the close there was some 
covering and part of the decline was re- 
covered on oae up over the Ameri- 
can holiday. Advices from Russia are 
of delayed harvest and movement and 
the weather in the United Kingdom is 
still unsattled. At the close the market 
was dull and %d to 14d lower than yes- 
terday. 

Liverpool corn opened %4 lower on the 
quiter dsmand for cargoes, and later the 
distant months further declined %d on 
the éasinese of spot and larger arrivals. 

Minneapolis wired: “Fair cash de- 
mand, with premiums on blue stem 
easier, 3@4c over September. Velvet 
chaff ‘steady, 1@i%c over September. 
Flour sales fairly good. Over 176 cars 
of wheat were unsold.”
